T do not deny 
that in some instani’cs arbitration has heeji the means of avoiding or 
ending disputes beiw.een capital and labor, but T do deny that anydhing 
has ever l»et*n settled thereby, or that any permanent good lias ever 
(Yime therefrom. Where voluntary arbitration is pos.siblo it is un- 
necessnrv, and where compulsory arbitration is ni'cessarv it is impos¬ 
sible. The capitalist is a buyer of labor power, a commoditv in the 
present industrial system, while the worker is a seller of that com¬ 
modity. Betw<vn them there is an“irrppressihle conflict.” a class 
struggle, each day adding to jta intensity, ;ind bringing it into clearer 
view and liolder prominence. The antagonism between these two eco¬ 
nomic clasw»5 is a fixed ami irrevocable fact in capitalist society, and 
ia as certain to find exprcs.sion in strikes, hovcotls and violence as that 
the explosion ensues when fire and powder are brought into contact. 

'I'he modern capitaliat must have the cheapest possible labor power 
to enable him to cope with his competitor. Upon the other hand the 
worker, obedient to the law of his development, demands an ever in¬ 
creasing .-hare of what his labor produces, and here wo have the pith 
and (ore of the “war lM*tweeii labor and capitaland while this active 
principle of economic antagonism remains peace will be impo.vible and 
all arbitration will prove fruitless. Then, again, the capitalist owning 
a mill or factory or mine insists that he has .. right to operate it as he 
may see fit. or as his interests may determine, and he will brook no 
form of arbitration or interference. If the right of private capital be 
itmceded he is ahsolniely right in his contention, and compulsory arbi¬ 
tration would he md only an* impertinent intru.sion bnt downright con¬ 
fiscation. 

In these brief line.s T can not undertake to go into the matter 
fully, but T may say in closing that if the interests of capitalists and 
workers could be permanently harmonized in the pre.sent system, the 
indii^irial and social world would begin the retreat to harhnrism. Out

THE CONFEISSIONS OF CAPITALISM.-‘-The Ownership of Property 


H AKE THHX, the censu* figures for 1900 regarding 
the ownership of the homes of wage-workers in the 
great cities. Now, it is assumed that it will be ad¬ 
mitted that the owntuship or non-ownership of a 
man's home ought, as a rule, to give a pretty good 
line on the kind cf prosp<‘rity he is cujoying. Fighting with a 
landlord to get s<aue rotten old boards taken out of the cellar 
and a new jiane i! glass in th.a front window is not usually 
regarded as a pleasure: and for these and other reasons, work¬ 
ingmen who are able to do so, invariably own their own homes. 

What, then, do the census figures for 1900 tell us nltout the 
ownership of wage-workers' homes? Do the figures indicate 
that there is, or lias lieen at any time, “great prosperity” for the 
wage-worker? Do thev indicate that he ought ho “stand pat” 
or "let well enough alone”? Be your own judge. Here arc 
the figures; 

In Greater Xew York, where the voters in 1903 gave a 
Denineratic candidate for mayor a majority of fiO.OOO. there arc 
722,H70 Itomes.

Ijook next at San Francisco, They have a “T'nion luihor" 
mayor out there and the wage-workers like him so well that they 
re-elected him in 190.3 by a large majority. San Francisco has 
67,592 homes, 85 per rent of which are not owned hy those who 
live in them.. 

Thus it appears that whether one live in Greater Xew York 
under Democratic rule, in Philadelphia under Repnhiican rule, 
or in .“san Francisco under the administration of a union labor 
mayor, the chances are about 90 to 10 that he will not he able 
to save enough oven in years of “great prosperity” to own his 
own home. 

“.Stand pat." diil .some gentleman say? Why certainly, if 
that, sort of thing is pleasing. Pleaty more of it can he had 
where what we have came from, and the l•"auty of it is that tlie 
inexhaustability of the supply is insured by th,'' fact that both 
of the old parties deliver the same kind of goods. 

But this is not all of this particular “confession'’ of 
rapitalism. All of the great cities have been struck by the 
same tidal wave of prosperity: and this is how the wage-workers 
in some of the more important rommuiiities find themselves'— 
according to the census reports for 19(19:

I do 
not, like my Democratic brother, promise yon prosperitx' at some 
time in the future. .1 come to tell you that you have got 
prosperitv now and that all you have to do to keep it Ls to “stand 
pat,’ to ‘let well enough alone*; in short to keep on voting for 
the Grand Old Party that has made you the most presperons 
people on earth.” 

.So there arc the two colossal .\raerican lies of the last half 
century—the lies that have been told and re-told so matiy times 
that most of the population believe they are true, 'i'ot the 
very liars that told these lies have also confessed that they were 
liaiii and given figures to prove that their first atatementa were 
untrue. It is these figures with wliich we, purpose to deal in 
these articles; and as the figures are taken from the Census 
reports of the United States government, it can hardly be said 
that they are open to suspicion. ’I’hey simply confute the 
the political liars who would not tell the truth about any 
political subject if they knew it, but who sometimes do so be¬ 
cause they do not know it.

Private ownership of tba meaaa of production and diatifbution ia reapontlble 
for the erer-inerea^g uncertainty'of livelihood and the poverty and muMry of 
the working class, and it dhrldaa aociety into two hoatila claaata—the capitaliats 
aid wage-workara The once powerful i^dle claaa la rapidly disappearing In tha 
mfll of competition. Tba straggle ia now between the cartalist claaa and tha 
working claaa. The poeiaaaion m tba means of livelihood g i vw to the capitaliats 
the control of the government, the press, the pulpit and the schools, and ena¬ 
bles tham to reduce the workingmen to a state of inteUectual, phyalcal and soeiid 
inferiority, political aobeervleace and virtual slavery. 

'Hte economic intareata of tha capitalist claaa dominate our entire social 
•yeiam; tha tires of the working class are reckleealy aaertfle^ for prodt, wars 
art fomented b etween nationa, indiacriminate slaughter is enconraged and tha 
distraction of whole raeea is aanctioned in order that tha capitalists may eX' 
tand thsir eemmtrcial dominion abroad and enhance their npremacy at home. 

But tha aama economic eauaea vdilcb daveloped eaplUliim are leading to 
Bocialiam, which will aboliah both tha eapHaliat claae and the claaa of wag»> 
workers. And the active force in bringing about this naw and hinder order of 
oodety ia tha working class. All other claewa, deapitt their apparent or actual 
conflicta, art alike intereated in the npholding of tho tyatam of private owner* 
ship of the Inatramenta of wealth productioo. The Democratic, Kepublicjin, the 
bourgeois public owuertbip rartiaa, and all other partiee which do not atand for. 
tha complete overthrow of tae capitallat system of production, are alike poUU^ 
repreaentattvea of the capiuliat class. 

The workers can aioat edectivdy act as a class in their straggle against tho 
collective pdwers of capitalism by constituting thaaiaelves into a political 
party, distinct from and opposed to all partiea fotmed by the propertied cuaaet. 

While we declare that the development of oconomie coadltiono tenda to tho 
overthrow of the capltaUst system, we recognise that tha time and manner of the 
tranoitioB to Sodaliam also depends upon tho stage of development reached by 
tha proletariat. We, therefore, conaldeT it of the utmost importance for the 
SoeUliat party to snpport all active efforts of the workl^ claaa to ^tter ita 
condition and to dect Soclaliata to political officea, in orto to facilitate the at¬ 
tainment of thia end. 

As such means we advocate: 

I. The collective ownerahlp of all means of transportatiOD and communica¬ 
tion and all other public utiUtiea aa weU as of all industries controlled by 
monopolies, trusts and comblnas. No part of the revenue of such industries to 
be applied to the reduction of taxes on property of the ea^taliat class, but to be 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and ahortaning of the hours of labor 
of the employee, to the improvement of the aervko and daniniahing the rates to 
tha consumara. 

s. Tha pxogrestive reduetioB of tha hours of labor and Chs tnereaso of wagea 
in order to deereaae tba share of the capitalist and tnereass the share of the 
worker in the predoct of labor. 

3. SUte or national losoranee of working people in cast of aeddenta, lack of 
employment, tklmesa and want-in old agt; the funds for this purpose to bo fox* 
niabed by the gorernment and to be administered under tte control of the work¬ 
ing claaa. 

4x The Inaugoration of a system of public industries, public credit to be need 
for that purpose in order that the workers ba eecured t^ full product of their 
labor. 

5. The education of all children up to the age of il years, and state and mu* 

aki^ aid for books, clothing and food. * 

6. Equal dvfl and political rights for men and women. 

7. T^ tnitiatira and referendum, proportional repreaantatiea and the right 
of recall of reprseentativee by their cenacituenta. 

But in advocating thaae meaeurea as atapa in the overthrov of capitalism 
and the establiahmant of the oo*operative commonwealth, we warn tba working 
class against the ae-called public ownarshlp movemesta aa an attampt of th* 
capitalist class to ascure gevernmental control of public utilitieo for the purposs

be followed, because duplicating the 
roads would be an enormous waste 
of the national resources, and would 
entail an enormous and unnecesaary 
loss upon the persons owning the 
franchises under which the existing 
lines are operated. 

'The purchase of the right of these 

f iersons then, would invMve an out- 
ay of not to exceed $8,000,000,000. 
The value of the entire property of 
the country is not less than 1^0,000,- 
000,000. Let the congreas lay a tax 
of one per cent upon this and the 
result would be a revenue of $800,- 
000,000 in each year, which would 
suffice in about 8 years for the en¬ 
tire purchase, and at the end of that 
peri^ the government—the people 
of the United States—would own 
the whole system. This wonld in¬ 
volve the taking over of not less 
than one tenth of the whole in each 
year of the 8 yean. In the mean¬ 
time it would be simple justice to 
those operating the roads not'yet 
taken, for the government lines to 
maintain the existing rates. If this 
were done the government would 
liave a net income of, say, $60,000,- 
000 a year, from each one tenth of 
the whole as fast as it was taken 
over, which sums could be used in 
paying for further mileage so that 
the operation wonld work out as 
follows: 

The govcinment would pay for 
the mileage taken over the fint year 
$800,000,000, which would be raised 
entirely by taxation. The second 
year it would pay for $800,000,000 
worth of roads by taxation, and for 
$60,000,000 worth by the net earn¬ 
ings of the one tenth of the whole 
taken over Ihc year before. And so 
on in the like manner, so that at the 
end of abont 8 years the entire sys¬ 
tem would be paid for snd owned 
absolutely by the whole people. 

As soon as this point is reached 
tfan ratas $ar tnntportatiw shonld 
be put down until the railroads of 
the oountry would be 07 >erated—as 
the postoffice now Is—at, of about 
cost, so tbit this most essential ser¬ 
vice of public transportation would 
then be furnished to the people and 
by the people at actual cost, and the 
now existing opportunities f.,r living 
upon the people through the income 
of investments in railroad securi¬ 
ties would be absolutely swept out of 
existence. 

.Among the important resulta of 
this change would be: 

First. The sum of $.''i0n,00A.nOO 
per year which is now Taitcn from 
the peojile of the country by the rail¬ 
roads as a part of their charges, and 
which constitutes the net earnings, 
and are the profits of those who hdd 
the stocks and bonds of the roads, 
wonld no longer be taken out of the 
por^eta of the people at all, and 
consequently the people would have 
that much more in each year to 


uniformly and alike, all discrimina¬ 
tions among shippers and localities 
would cease. The large shipper 
would hare no advantage given him 
over the small shipper, nor would 
the largest city have any advantage 
over the smallest village. 

Fourth. The 900,000 workers en¬ 
gaged in operating the railroads 
would no longer be the employee of 
men who are paid large samries for 
their capacity to get ss much profit 
as possiole out of the roads and the 
workers upon them, for the benefit 
of the owners, and wonld become 
the employes of the government,— 
that is of themselves and their fel¬ 
low citUens,—and have tbeir pay 
and hours fixed by a congress chosen 
by the whole people. It needs no 
argu.ment to show that their hours 
would be shortened, itheir pay in- 
creaiied, and their general condition 
subrt^tially improved.

fad apectaelcs of their people when the coal strike was “settled” in the 
interests of Divine-right Baer. The Illinois miners were in session last 
week when MitcheU’s official call for all miners :/> stop work a half hour 
when Hanna was being buried was received. The following despatch 
tells shat they did with it: 

('tiiafo, Feb. 10.—The Illinoii miner.’ convention today voted down s 
proiioeition to idioum out of reepect to the late Senator Hanna and to in- 
atruH tha variona loaaia to atop work for half an hour, though the reqneat 
for Ihia notion came from Preauient Mitchell. 

Hichly MHchell deserved this rebuke. 

IntoYicstcd by the patronizing friendship of ilark Hanna, he he- 
eaiiic a pliable creature in the hands of the master politician of the 
plute brigade. And that he was used for their purposes, the praise of 
Mitchell by the capitalist press well shows. 

"The labor leader mhose aclt are praixed by the daily prees udll 
bear tcttlching," said T. V. Powderly, when he was master workman of 
the Knights of Labor. 

I'he Mitchel|-Gompers flirtation with Hanna has been a shame and 
a scandal to the cauae of organized labor in this country. They tried 
to make it appear that Hanna’s interest in the labor movement was a 
diaintercsted one—Hanna, who so succes-sfully hugged labor lo his cap¬ 
italistic bosom that he died possessed of eight millions of money rob- 
lied from the wprkcrs, many of whom died in the poor honse or went 
down to suicides’ graves. 

Hsnna was a capitalist vampire, if ftere ever was on.t. Before he 
became powerful as a shipbuilder and osmer on the preat lakes' the 
Lake .Seamen’s union was one of the strongest organizations for the 
protection of the workers in the country. Whose hand but Hanna’s 
smashed that powerful organization. “\o union man shall ever walk 
the deck of my boats,” he dcclareil, and his actions showed he meant it 
Hamm personally'led the flght and it. lasted from 1881 to 1883. The 
seamen finally went down before the blows of the wealth barons, and 
wages fell from $3.00 to $1.00 a day, and for late,Fall work when the 
risk of life was greater, from $4.60 to $2J25. It was Hanna who di»- 
chargcrl two men appointed by the fonndiymen’a union to wait on him 
icr a request for an advance in hia Globe Fonndry I It waa ITanna 
who discharged the members of a oommitiee of his street car employes 
in rievelanil, who asked him for vestibules on the cars! And it was 
Mitchell’s friend Hanna who deducted ten per cent from the wages of his 
miners as a security against their striking—and it was Hanna who 
evcntualy confiscated the mcney so withheld (about ,$7,000 of it!) 
when the men joined the strike in 1897. His comer on coal by storing 
two million tons on barges and then forcing a strike by reducing wara 
in tlic mines is still remembered, and the heirs ought to feel thankful 
for it, for it put a cool four million into the family wallet. -And in 
1897 during the big coal strike it was Hanna that waa paying his 
miners .ll cents a ton—the lowest ever paid in the Monongahela dis¬ 
trict. Oh, yes, the miners ought to have stopped a half hour at their 
own e.vj)ense while 'Hanna was bcii:g bnricdl 

Mitchell may be too stupid to see why Hanna embraced the Civic 
Federation scheme for gulling the workers, but others are not. Hanna 
waa smart enough to sec that the interests of hia class of labor fleecers 
was menaced by the growing sense of injnstice on the part of labor, 
by its revolts and by the' appearance of the Socialist movement, and it 
waa dollars in the pockets of his cIm if the workers conld be hypnot¬ 
ized inhi thinking they were living on “full” dinner pails and that 
the main thing in life waa “harmony” even if they had to live on cap¬ 
italists’ smiles instead ot a more substantial recompense tor their day¬ 
long drudgery. 

That Hanna was a fraud in this as in all his other pretentions to 
goodness from a disinterested motive, is well shown bv a little booklet 
that lies before us as we write. It is an official list'of the members 
of Parry’s National Aasociation of Manufacturers. Now, as every 
newspaper reader knows. Hanna pretended to be an opponent of Parry. 
Hanna the fox did not approve of the tactics of Parry the bulldog. 
Psrry, the own enemy of the wap workers, was denounced by Hanna, 
the protended friend. But this little book, which we refer to, shows 
that M. A. Hanna A Co., iron ore merchants, of Cleveland, 0., are mem- 
twrs in good standing in Parry’s labor-crufdiing organization. T^is will 
surprise some of our readers,' for the little book is issued secretly. 
Nevertheless it exists and may be inspected at this office by anv one 
wishing to verify onr statement. 

But Mitchell says that Hanna’s death was a “distinct loss to the 
cause of industrial peace!” Now it is the nature of the capitalist to 
fleeci’. It is the way he gels his food. He is that kind of an animal. 

The hawk does not devour chickens because it is filled with “pure 
enssednesa.” but beenuse chicken is its natural food. It has to live up 
lo its nature or go out of business. \I e can imagine harmony as pre¬ 
vailing among a yard full of bam fowl because the fowl are not by 
nature predatory or eannibalistie. But we cannot imagine a normal 
condition of harmony in a bam yard in which a number of hawks are 
mingled with th 9 chickens. 

Capitalists can only exist by means of the exploiting of the work¬ 
ers. They ilo not get rich by productive labor, but by organizing and 
taking profits out of the labor of those who are obliged to exiat by waee
